Investigators working under the 
direction of Dr. Fred C. Howe, the 
consumers’ counsel, have made a 
study of the relations of packers 
and the Government since 1890, in- 
cluding investigations and findings 
of the Federal Trade Commission. 
He recommended that no agree- 
ment be approved releasing pack- 
ers from anti-trust laws unless their 
accounts were opened to official in- 
spection. : 

What the Agreement Lacks. 

In a memorandum drafted by Dr. 
Howe's assistants and circulated 
yesterday among administrators, 
the proposed agreement as submit- 
ted by the Institute of American 
Meat Packers was criticised and de- 
scribed as lacking: 

“Specific indication of what the 
industry wishes to accomplish by 
a marketing agreement other than 
allocation of livestock supplies 
among the various packers.” 
“Even this is only vaguely formu- 
lated,” the memorandum added. 
“Moreover, the proposal does not 
provide that the Secretary may 
have access to all accounts and rec- 
ords. 

“Proper interpretation of the pro- 
posed agreement is necessary be- 
cause of the magnitude and social 
importance of the meat-packing in- 
dustry.” 

“The Big Five’s” Reputation. 
“It is also important in view of 
the history of certain enterprises 
dominant in the industry for at 
least a generation. These enter- 
prises, collectively known as ‘the 
big five,’ or ‘the packers,’ have ac- 
quired a striking reputation of ex- 
ploiting and abusing the commu- 
nity in their own interest. 

“Their notoriously anti-social ac- 
tivities have subjected them to con- 
tinuous scrutiny, formal investiga- 
tion, prosecution, or attempted con- 
trol by the Federal Government 
since 1890. 

“It thus would appear most de- 
sirable for the public welfare that 
the marketing agreement now pro- 
posed by the meat packing industry 
be considered in the light of the in- 
dustry’s public record.” 

The detailed memorandum then 
discussed past investigations of the 
industry by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission, including that of 1919, and 
the events which led up to the es- 
tablishment of the packer consent 
decree of 1920 under which limita- 
tions were placed on the activities 
of the principal packing firms.

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TWO MEN NAMED 
AS KIDNAPERS AT 
BAILEY’S. TRIAL 


‘‘Machine Gun” Kelly and 
Albert Bates Took Oil 
Man to Texas Farm, Gov- 
ernment Shows.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Sept. 21. 
—The first direct admission that 
George (Machine Gun) Kelly and 
Albert Bates had taken the kid- 
naped Charles F. Urschel to the R. 
G. Shannon farm in Texas came in 
the Federal Court trial here today 
when District Attorney Herbert K. 
Hyde read to the jury a statement 
signed by Shannon’s son, Armon. 

At the same time, Fred Coleman, 
son of T. M. Coleman, at whose 
farm near Stratford, Ok., the Gov- 


ernment alleges the Urschel kidnap- 
ing plot was hatched, told Federal 
Judge Vaught that Kelly appeared 
at the Coleman farm last night and 
threatened death to the Colemans 
and the Shannons. 

Coleman told his story to the 
Judge at luncheon recess. At the 
opening of court he had tried to 
make a statement, but was hustled 
from the room and questioned. 

Tells of Prisoner’s Arrival. 

“Kelly and Bates brought a_man 
to my house and we kept him there 
several days,” read the Shannon 
statement. “Kelly had a machine 


“The man had his eyes taped. 
Kelly handcuffed him and later 
chained him to my baby’s high 
chair.” 

Young Shannon, who is 22 years 
old, said that a few days before 
Urschel was taken to the farm 


him he could “make some money” by 
just keeping his “mouth shut and 
doing as they told me.” 

“I told them I didn’t want to get 
into trouble, and they told me 
they’d look out for me,” the state- 
ment said. 

Kelly is.the fugitive machine gun- 
ner who has written a letter to Ur- 
schel threatening reprisals for tell- 
ing the story of the abduction.

Five St. Louisans died yesterday 
of epidemic encephalitis and its 
complications, raising the total to 
165, city and county, since the out- 
break pegan last July. The dead:

77 residents of St. Louis County 
have died of the disease. No deaths 
have been reported by the county 
since Sunday. The outbreak 
began in the suburbs and appears 
to be running its course there 
earlier than in the city. 

The county- reported only two 
new cases in 24 hours and the 
city reported nine. The total re- 
ported since July is 920, including 
436 residents of the city and 484 
of the county. The figure includes 
several hundred who have recov- 
ered without lingering effects. 

Cum- 
ming of the United States Public 
Health Service is to spend Satur- 
day in St. Louis, following dedi- 
cation of an institution to be con- 
ducted by the service and the De- 
partment of Justice at Springfield 
for the treatment of Federal pris- 
oners suffering from mental dis- 
eases.

IN MASCOUTAH, ILL. STRIKE 


Picket Hurt When Attacked With 
Pair of Scissors; Eight Deputies 
‘ Restore Peace. 

Eight Deputy Sheriffs of St. Clair 
County were required to restore 
peace at the factory of the Forest 
City Manufacturing Co. at Mascou- 
tah this morning when 42 members 
of the International Ladies’ Ger- 
ment Workers’ Union, who walked 
‘out yesterday, picketed the plant 
with the assistance of about 100 
men, many of them unemployed 
union coal miners. 

One of the strikers, Miss Laura 
Lienar, was cut on the hands and 
arms when a nonunion worker &t- 
tacked her with a pair of scissors. 
Dresses were torn from 10 women. 

About 70 women who had not 
joined the recently formed union 
were escorted to work by a Deputy 
Sheriff and the Mascoutah City 
Marshal. They were unable to main- 
tain peace and called seven addi- 
tional deputies. 

The strike was called yesterday 
afternoon. Strikes also are in prog- 
ress at the company’s main plant, 
at 1627 Washington avenue in St. 
Louis, and at Collinsville. The union 
demands recognition as the repre- 
sentative of its members for collec- 
tive bargaining and charges the 
company with violation of the terms 
of the President’s re-employment 
agreement which it has signed. 


FARMER ACQUITTED OF $55 
HOLDUP OF CONFECTIONERY 


Henry Borner Presents Alibi After 
Being Identified as the 
Robber. 
Henry Borner, 23 years old, a 
farmer residing near Black Jack, 
St. Louls County, was acquitted of 
a charge of robbery under the 
Henry law by a sealed verdict in 
Circuit Judge Hoffmeister’s Court 
today. He was charged with the 
$55 holdup at the confectionery of 
George Antonopoulos, 1300 North 
Kingshighway, last June 12. An- 
tonopoulos and an employe identi- 
fied him. 
Borner presented an alibi. His 
father, Miehael Borner, his mother, 
a brother and a young woman ac- 
quaintance testified he was at a 
roadhouse in St. Louis County at 
the time of the robbery.

BRENTWOOD CHIEF 
REINSTATED WHEN 
GTIZENS BACK HIN 


200 Attend Council Meet- 
ing and Heckle Mayor 
and Aldermen Hearing 
Misconduct Charges. 


Chief of Police Louis Lucas of 
Brentwood, suspended a week ago 
on charges of misconduct, was rein- 
stated last night, following a hear- 
ing before the Board of Aldermen 


and more than 200 of his fellow 
townsmen who jammed the small 
aldermanic chamber and partici- 
pated freely in the deliberations. 

Men, women and children were in 
the crowd. <A few found chairs, 
but most stood, and when the floor 
was filled, found spa¢é on filing 
cabinets, desks or window sills, 
where they remained until the 
meeting broke up shortly before 1 
o'clock. Strongly partial to Lucas, 
the crowd héckled the Aldermen 
and Mayor throughout the mieet- 
ing, and when the vote was about 
to be taken interrupted the proceed- 
ings to demand that the city fathers 
“heed the voice of the people” and 
exonerate the police chief. 

In the end, when the Aldermen 
had voted 3 to 3 on a motion to 
reinstate Lucas, there was insist- 
ent demand that Mayor Douglas 
cast the deciding vote in his favor. 
Douglas, who with two of the Al- 
dermen had preferred the charges 
against Lucas, first declined to 
vote. After about 15 minutes of 
whispered conferences, punctuated 
by cries of “frame up” and “peanuts 
politics,” there was another roll 
call on the motion. But none of 
the Aldermen had changed his 
mind. 

Casts Vote for Lucas. 

There followed a further interval 
of confusion, after which Mayor 
Douglas obtained the floor and said 
he thought it unfair that the mat- 
ter bé left to him alone to decide, 
since six men had been unable to 
agree. He did not want to be, he 
explained, the one person in Brent- 
wood responsible for removing its 
Police Chief. The evidence ad- 
duced against Lucas, he said, ap- 
peared to be “more or less cred- 
ible,” but the case had not “stacked 
up” as it did at the board meeting 
when Lucas was suspended. Under 
the circumstances he found it nec- 
essary to cast his vote in favor of 
Lucas. 

A burst of applause followed the 
announcement, but one of the Lu- 
cas adherents who had been most 
insistent in demanding that the 
Mayor vote, ungratefully called out: 
“You're a weak sister.” The Mayor 
shrugged his shoulders and did not 
answer. 

There were four charges against 
Lucas, relating to the disposition of 
traffic arrests. In two cases wit- 
nesses testified he had arrested 
them and required them to give 
bond. At Lucas’ suggestion, they 
testified, they had obtained as 
bondsman, Philip Foley, an attor- 
ney, and Foley, after collecting $5 
from one and $15 from another in 
payment for the bond, had advised 
them to forget about the matter. 
The charges against them were 
never entered on the police court 
docket. 

In another case the affidavit of 
an attorney living at Amarillo, Tex., 
was introduced, recounting a sim- 
ilar experience. The witness in the 
fourth case surprised City Attorney 
Holmes with the statement that Lu- 
cas was not the man who had ar- 
rested him. 

Liquor Charges Dropped. 

Two charges made against Lucas 
at the meeting at which he was 
suspended, were dropped without 
hearing. These related to liquor. 

Taicas, testifying in his own de- 
fense, said he had exercised what 
regarded as proper discretion in 
not pressing charges against per- 
sons arrested on traffic charges 
who seemed deserving of a “break.” 
He had not suggested Foley as a 
bondsman, he said, at least not un- 
til efforts had been made to obtain 
other bondsmen, and knew of no 
money being paid to Foley for 
bonds in the cases on which the 
charges were based. 

Foley denied he had received any 
money in these cases. After he had 
sighed the bonds, he said, Lucas 
had let the defendants go out of 
sympathy or as an act of courtesy 
to visitors from other communities. 
In one instance, he said, the de- 
fendant was permitted to leave the 
police station, before his bond was 
signed, to meet a train. This man, 
who lived in another city, was to 
have returned to complete the bond 
transaction but failed to do go, 
Foley said.

In Recovery Plan as Business 


Is Done With Checks, Not Cash 


Bankers Declare That If More Money Were 
Issued, It Would Eventually Flow 
Into Their Vaults. — 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—Those 
Wall 
who say the only inflation which 
can be expected to work in the 


United States is credit inflation, 


only about 10 per cent of the coun- 


try’s business is done with cash, 
while the great bulk of it is han- 
dled with bank checks. 

Even if two or three billion dol- 
lars in new currency were distrib- 
uted, these experts think that it 
would within a few weeks find its 
way back to the banks, and soon be 
retired from circulation. 
“You can’t make a lot of extra 
cash circulate in a country which 
does _ its business with bank 
checks,” one authority said. “When 
the extra cash finally gét back to 
the banks in the form of bank de- 
posits, these deposits would in turn 
be drawn against with checks, and 
we would be right back to the old 
system.” 
It was pointed out that in France, 
where the man in the street does 
his business with bank notes, that 
putting out extra money might 
have an inflationary effect. Money 
in circulation in France actually 
exceeds the total of bank deposits, 
whereas in both the United States 
and England, money in circulation 
amounts to only about one-sixth of 
bank deposits.

used as cash, it was explained. As 
banks increase their loans, their 
deposits increase. For instance, if 
his bank lends Mr. Jones $500, Mr. 
Jones uses this money to pay his 
bills, and his butcher, grocer, doc- 
tor, dentist and other creditors put 
the money back into the bank. As 
bank deposifs increase, the banks 
increase their loans and so the 
process continues. 

The Government’s latest cam- 
paign to expand bank credit, it is 
acknowledged in Wall street, has as 
yet met with only limited success, 
although the last weekly statement 
of reserve member banks showed 
the biggest gain in commercial 
loans in recent months. Some bank- 
ers give warning that a decline in 
high grade bonds, evidently based 
on fear of monetary inflation, 
would tend to thwart the credit ex- 
pansion program, for it means a 
reduction in the value of bank in- 
vestments, tending to make banks 
timid about lending. 

Other bankers suggested that 
credit expansic: would be facili- 
tated by the more rapid reopening 
of closed banks, in which about 
$5,000,000,000 in deposits is frozen, 
and by progress in the preparations 
for the bank deposit guarantee 
which takes effect next year. Pre- 
parations for qualifying under the 
guarantee have made banks timid 
about lending, as they fear they 
may be ruled out if they are not 
highly liquid.

Governor Says Plan to Be 
Drafted by Board Will © 
Be in Call for Special 


f 


A State public works program to 
be drafted by the State Advisory 
Board of the National Public Works 
Administration will be included in 
the call for a special session of the 
Legislature to pve issued soon, Gov. 


Park said yesterday, in addressing 
members of the State Recovery 
Board of the National Recovery 
Administration at Hotel Jefferson. 

“I will recommend that the Leg- 
islature carry out the necessary 
legislative program if the State Ad- 
visory Board will prepare the bills 
for submission,” the Governor add- 
ed, after explaining that he had 
conferred with the board and Hugh 
Miller, State engineer for the Na- 
tional Public Works Administra- 
tion. 

Under the Public Works Act, the 
Federal Government will grant 30 
per cent of the cost of labor and 
material on approved projects of 
the State, counties, municipalities 
or other public bodies from part of 
its $3,300,000,000 fund. Applications 
for Federal aid have been slow in 
Missouri, due to lack of informa- 
tion and restrictions placed upon 
some applicants by existing laws, 

Delay Means Failure. 

The legislative program would 
modify some restrictions. It is es- 
timated Missouri, its counties and 
municipalities would receive about 
$100,000,000 if applications are 
promptly made. Delay would re- 
sult in exhaustion of the Federal 
funds due to prior approved appll- 
cations from other states. 

“Unless full advantage is taken of 
the public works funds available 
the Missouri recovery program will 
be incomplete,” the Governor said, 
“We must do everything possible to 
provide employment.” 

The Legislature also will be 
asked to provide sufficient State 
funds to assure continuance of Fed- 
eral relief aid which now is being 
used in the support of 48,000 Mis- 
souri families. The method ‘y 
which this money will be raised is 
a problem, the Governor added. 

“I've been consulting business 
leaders and authorities on the re- 
lief situation,” ne explained... “I 
have been slow to act because 10 
years’ experience on the Circuit 
Bench taught me that hasty deci- 
sions frequently are wrong. Re- 
quired action will be taken in due 
time.” 

Has Not Decided on Date. 

Gov. Park said he had not de 
cided upon the date for calling the 
Legislature, which also will con- 
sider a State liquor control law 
and other legislation. 

Former Gov. Caulfield, who, with — 
Harry Scullin of St. Louls and Wil- 
liam Hirth of Columbia, is a mem- 
ber of the Public Works State Ad- 
visory Board, also spoke.

DISTRICT HEAD, 
WILL GO EAST 
‘FOR GATHERING 


Charles J. Gevecker, who was 
elected president of the Western A, 
A: U. last night, succeeding Robert 
Probst, said today that he will at- 
tend the National A. A. U. conven- 
tion at Pittsburgh in an effort to 
get some of the national champion- 
ship events awarded to this city 
next year. 

He is particularly interested in 
swimming championships and the 
marathon event for St. Louis. 

‘Gevecker stated that there would 
be an effort made immediately to 
clear up the amateur boxing situa- 
tion here. He said a meeting would 
be held at the Elks Club next Mon- 
day night at which time a program 
relating to boxing would be adopt- 
ed. He indicated that the amateur 
boxers who have been outside the 
pale of the A. A. U. would be rein- 
stated, at least those who are de- 
serving, 

Gevecker’s election followed an 
extensive investigation made here 
by A. Lyman Bingham, assistant to 
Avery Brundage, president of the 
National A. A. U. 

Probst, who had been president 
seven years, roused the ire of the 
amateur boxing clubs some _ three 
years ago and they withdrew from 
the A. A. U., forming the Mississippi 
Valley A. A. As boxing was the 
chief revenue producer for’ the 
Western A. A. U. the other activi- 
ties of that organization fell off. 

Repeated efforts to get Probst 
and the boxing organization togeth- 
er failed and the amateur boxing 
situation here grew worse. 

In addition, other new officers 
were named. They are: Hans Wolff, 
Al Fleishman, city superintendent 
of recreation, Miss Dee Boeckman, 
vice-presidents; George Berri, treas- 


urer; C. O. Neavies, chairman of * 


the Registration Committee; James 
Monteith, secretary, and Arthur 
Eilers, handicapper. Carl Bauer 
and Colman Grossman were named 
members of the Registration Com- 
mittee. 

One of Gevecker’s first. acts was 
to work on the boxing situation. 
He announced he had, tentatively, 
chosen Benny Kessler as chairman 
of the Boxing Commission and had 
appointed Seneca C. Taylor dele- 
gate at large and honorary chair- 
man. 

Gevecker said the rule taxing 
amateur boxing shows 5 per cent 
of gross receipts would be discon- 
tinued immediately, that in the fu- 
ture clubs would pay $10 yearly for 
membership in the A. A. U. and a 
$10 sanction fee would be charged 
for each show, although if the show 
was for a charitable purpose, the 
sanction fee could be waived. 

The effect of this ruling probably 
will be to bring the clubs which 
formed the Mississippi Valley A. A. 
back into the A. A. U. fold. All the 
clubs are to be invited to the box- 
ing meeting Monday night, when 
they may make application for re-

The new deal that is prevalent in nearly all industries appears 


to have an especial application to

Formerly Beaumont, Central and 
McKinley were not considered as 
the better half of the six-team 
league, since Roosevelt, Cleveland 


and Soldan did most of the cham- 
pionship winning. Now, with revi- 
sion of hours, adoption of codes and 
one thing and another, the weaker 
elevens feel that there is no time 
like the present to assert them- 
selves. 

In the case of Beaumont this op-

Certain About Handcuffs.

‘where part of the gang was seized 
were the ones that had been used 
to bind him. Patches of rust and 
nicks in the metal enabled him to 
identify them, he said. 

Although police are questioning 
the gang about the Lindbergh as 
well as the O’Connell kidnaping, 
they decided to concentrate for the 
time being on the bank robberies. 
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A nation-wide, first-choice favorite 
for more than 12 years.

naping of O’Connell. Warrants were 
issued charging them with kidnap- 
ing. Oley is a friend of Manney 
Strewl, held in Albany on a kid- 
naping charge. 
550 Oley, who had been under sur- 
—— veillance for several weeks, has 
disappeared, according to District 
Attorney John T. Delaney of Al- 
bany. It was said in official circles 
that it was thought Oley received 
the ransom money—$40,000—from 
Strewl in New York. 

Delaney also has sent bench war- 
rants to New York, charging Scar- 
nici and Reino with participation 
in the O’Connell kidnaping.

Charges that millions of barrels of 
oil had been stolen from the State’s 
immense pool below the ocean bed 
off Huntington Beach were made in 
an affidavit filed in Superior Court 
here yesterday. 

Signed .by Ervin Dingle, State 
investigator, it said Dingle had 
heard H. John Eastman, oil engi- 
neer, say he had received $17,500 in 
August alone for his part in drilling 
“whipstocked” or slanted wells to 
tap the State pool.

Joseph Jones Tells How He 
Got “Class Consciousness” 
at Painters’ Colony. 


If all the fishing smacks painted 
this fading summer at Province- 
town were laid end to end, the 
name of Joseph Jones would be 
found in the lower right hand cor- 
ner of none of them. 
Yet the young St. Louis artist 
whose work is on exhibition this 
week in the auditorium of Stix, 
Baer & Fuller Dry Goods Co. has 
just returned from a three-month 
stay at the Massachusets art 
colony. 
All was not a total loss, however. 
During the trip he stopped at the 
better museums and had his fill 
of the old masters, whose perfec- 
tion in form he seeks to emulate. 
And if other artists go to Province- 
town to paint fishing smacks and 
exult over the clarity of its atmos- 
phere and the brilliance of its 
light, Jones looks back on his stay 
there as having coalesced the un- 
defined yearning of his spirit and 
given him a definite philosophy on 
which to prediéate his art. 
In a word, he came back an 
avowed Communist, and that there 
might be no doubt about it, stopped 
in Detroit on the way back long 
enough to become involved in a 
newspaper controversy over the 
murals of Diego Rivera at the De- 
troit Art Institute. There, where 
he attracted attention by moisten- 
ing his fingers and rubbing them 
over the murals to determine wheth- 
er they were true frescoes, he dared 
to sneer at the arch Communist of 
painters — “because his murals of 
mechanized men glorify the work- 
ers in the Ford plants.” 
“Diego Babbling Through Beard.” 
“Diego,” said Jones, much to the 
delight of Rivera’s legion of De- 
troit critics, “is babbling through 
his beard.” 
So it happens that the most char- 
acteristic picture he brought back 
with him from Provincetown is 
“The New Deal,” a triptych, which 
shows, on the left, a farmer plow- 
ing under his cotton; on the right, 
milk strikers pouring the liquid in- 
to the road, and in the center, an 
emaciated woman nursing a weak- 
ling babe and holding in her hand 
a notice of eviction. 
Somewhat in the same vein was 
the picture he left behind because 
the museum at Worcester wanted 
to show it in its annual exhibition 
of American painting and is con- 
sidering its purchase. This depicts 
the lynching of a Negro woman by 
a hooded band. 
The “New Deal,” the lynching, 
these and a few landscapes are 
what Jones has to show for his 
summer at Provincetown. The clos- 
est thing he has to a fishing smack 
or a view of the sea is a picture of 
two old red scows beached on the 
sand in an inlet. The tide has gone 
out and the sea is off somewhere 
to the right, outside the frame. 
“Class consciousness,” said Jones. 
“That’s what I got out of my trip 
to New England. Those people are 
like the Chinese—ancestor worship- 
ers. They made me realize where 
I belong. And the artists—they sit 
around and paint those gaudy 
French things, as if there was 
nothing happening here and now 
that was worthy of painting.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 21.—Aver- 
age hourly earnings of employes of 
firms reporting to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics increased from 42.7 
cents to 48.5 from June 15 to July 
15. This was announced today by 
Secretary of Labor Perkins, . who 
also said the average hours of work 
per week dropped from 42.3 to 38.6. 
The figures cover 89 manufacturing 
industries and indicate, she said, a 


$12,000,000 increase in manufactur- 
ing payrolls. 

Miss Perkins credited the changes 
in hourly wage and hours of labor 
to the fact that most of the indus- 
tries have accepted the blanket 
code under the NRA agreement and 
that seven were under codes ap- 
proved by President Roosevelt. 

In a statement issued by the Sec- 
retary she said the various indus- 
tries under approved codes showed 
the folloing results: 

Cotton goods—Hourly wages in- 
creased from 23.2 cents per hour to 
36.1 and hours of labor dropped 
from 49 to 36.5. 

Woolen and worsted goods indus- 
try—Wage rates increased from 
35.8 to 43.3 and hours dropped from 
48.5 to 41.2. 

Shipbuilding—Wages rose from 
56.4 to 61.7 and hours were reduced 
from 33.6 to 30.3. 

Electrical machinery—Wage rates 
increased from 53.7 to 57 cents and 
hours dropped from 38.1 to 35.4. 

Women’s clothing—Wage rates 
rose from 34.4 to 43.3 and hours 
dropped from 38.9 to 35.1. 

Corsets and allied garments—

trol provision requiring merchants to keep minimum 
prices at 10 per cent above cost, which we have op- 
posed. One of our correspondents protests that this 
is not truly price-fixing, but it does take away the 
retailer’s right to compete for trade on a price basis 
by charging less than his competitors charge for the 
goods he offers fcr sale. This may not be price-fix- 
ing. Call it by any name you will. It will smell 
no sweeter. 
Another correspondent wants to know how we pro- 
pose to prevent powerful concerns from running their 
weaker competitors out of business by temporarily 
selling goods at less than cost. We have never ob- 
jected to code provisions outlawing sales below cost. 
We recognize that they are dangerous. Costs differ 
for different concerns, and prices set to cover the 
costs of the least efficient units might well yield to 
more favorably situated producers a very handsome 
profit. The Government, lacking power to inspect 
the business man’s accounts, would be compelled, 
moreover, to take his word on the subject of costs. 
The sale below cost provision might thus easily 
become a means of imposing an exorbitant price. We 
do not believe that a provision prohibiting a retailer 
from selling goods at less than he paid for them at 
wholesale (except for seasonal clearances or for the 
disposition of perishable or damaged goods) would pre- 
sent these difficulties. Our objection has been rather 
to the attempted guarantee of a uniform minimum 
rate of profit, whether it be 10 per cent, 2 pér cent 
or 50 per cent. 
When the Government undertakes to insure a fair 
margin of profit to any business, it puts that busi- 
ness in the public utility category and assumes re- 
sponsibility for the regulation of securities, accounts, 
service and price. The state is not yet ready to ini- 
tiate any such sweeping control over the retail trade. 
Another critic suggests that we gave NIRA our un- 
qualified support until we discovered that the pro 
posed retail code might curtail advertising, there- 
upon letting ont “a wail that can be heard from St. 
Louis to Washington.” 
This is untrue. A large majority of retailers is 
backing the cost-plus provision. If our position on 
this issue had been determined as our critic thinks, 
we should have espoused the code, or, at least, have 
joined our contemporaries in a discreet silence on 
the whole matter. Our support of the NRA has never 
been an uncritical support. We have insisted from 
the first that consumer and labor interest must be 
held paramount in its administration. We will con- 
tinue to support the principles of NIRA in the future 
as we have supported them in the past. It is precise- 
ly because we believe in these principles that we have 
opposed and will continue to oppose the inclusion in 
specific trade codes of any provisions which contra- 
véne them. 
NIRA does not outlaw aJl competition. It out- 
laws only unfair competition. The competitor who 
undersells another by sweating labor through long 
hours and low wages competes unfairly. He is the 
man whom the law is designed to subject to control. 
The competitor who meets all the wage and hour re- 
quirements of the law and is still able to undersell 
others is not competing unfairly. 
He may have a cheaper location. He may offer 
inferior service. He may possess superior manageri- 
al efficiency. He may be satisfied with a smaller 
margin of profit. If competition in quantity and qual- 
ity of service is permitted, competition“in price must 
similarly be permitted. To forbid it would be to work 
a serious injustice upon that part of the consuming 
public which is compelled, through limited income, to 
buy on a price rather than a service basis. We have 
said this before. We repeat it. 
The provision in the separate drug code forbid- 
ding druggists to undercut by more than 21 per cent 
the retail price printed on the package involves 
the same principle. The retailer who can cut his 
costs by buying in quantity, by refusing credit, by 
refusing to make deliveries, by speeding up the rate 
of turn-over, by selling in large volume, by improving 
internal efficiency or by any other legitimate means 
should be permitted to pass these economies on to 
the consumer in a lower price. 
Distributers’ services and distributers’ costs are 
not uniform, and there seems to be no good reason 
why all distributers should be compelled to sell any 
article by anything approaching a uniform price. 
Congress and the courts have defeated repeated at- 
tempts to legalize resale price maintenance. The case 
for it remains, as yet, unproved. We do not believe, 
therefore, that business should be permitted to smug- 
gle it in, as it were, through thé back door of the 
retail code. | 
If the recovery program is to succeed, prices must 
advance more slowly than purchasing power. Other- 
wise, there can be no increase in the volume of con- 
sumption and no consequent expansion in industrial 
activity. It is imperative, therefore, that wage-rais- 
ing, hour-cutting, employment-spreading codes be 
speedily adopted or imposed and rigorously enforced;

It has 
broken men, and women, too, with ruthless impar- 
tiality. The caste of privilege is a malevolent camor- 
ra. From George Washington to Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, it has performed as consistently in the sunlight 
of our American democracy as in the cold halls of 
aristocracy. How the votaries of privilege sputtered 
their apoplectic wrath when Theodore Roosevelt was 
shunting them into his “Ananias Club,” or calling 
them “malefactors of great wealth,” or exhorting us 
to “shackle cunning as our forefathers shackled 
force!” was one of the laughable phenomena of the 
“strenuous days.” 

Revolution has never enjoyed the sanction of our 
“best people,” and the present is no exception. But 
revolutions come and grind ancient usages and vested 
rights into oblivion, and when the dust has settled 
and the debris has been swept away and the new 
charter is adopted and operating, history stamps the 
period with the seal of progress and posterity ac- 
claims the revolutionaries in marble and bronze and 
song and legend. : 

Messrs. Teagle, Swope, Kirstein, and many others 
who have entered into the spirit of the New Deal, 
are really in high company, in the immemorially best 
society of the ages. They belong to what Harold J. 
Laski terms that elite to which democracy looks for 
leadership. 


AS IT LOOKS NOW.

It looks to us as if the eighteenth amendment 
is “dying, Egypt, dying, ebbs the crimson life tide 
fast.” Bishop.Cannon may shout poltroon, but what 
is he betting? 
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THE GIANTS WIN AND SUMMER DIES. 
There are those who reckon their summer from 
solstice to equinox, patient, uncomplaining folk, 
equipped, doubtless, with a full quota of virtues and 
contributing, it may well be, a wholesome mite to 
the general fund. Good people, but we are not on this 
occasion addressing them. 
We have with us, too, the fawning, servile con- 
formists to fashion, who, on the appointed day, ap- 
pear in straw hats, which, just as faithfully, they lay 
aside on the designated diem.

New conditions of life, being brought about under governmental direction, call for 
readjustment of individual; his difficulties can be solved by adult education in all 
fields of knowledge; while educational institutions have already anticipated the 
situation to some extent, many aspects of the problem remain to be worked out.

ITH economic and social changes tak- 
W ice place under governmental] direction, | 

the individual is finding himself in new 
relations to his job and his community, and 
even to himself. In this period of transition, 
there is great need to acquaint oneself as 
thoroughly as possible with what is going 
on and to relate himself as quickly as he 
can to the new conditions. 

One of the outstanding problems, already 
recognized, is the increased number of leis- 
ure hours for practically everyone in the 
body politic. How shall that leisure be used, 
and particularly how can we prevent it 
from becoming a source of social lethargy 
and possible degeneration? Education, more 
specifically adult education, has for many 
years been preparing the answer to this 
question even before it was asked. Several 
hundred thousand individuals who had long 
since finished their preparatory or even col- 
lege training have been returning to the 
schoolroom and text book each year to re- 
fresh themselves with the stimulus which is 
given through study and to add to their per- 
sonal equipment, whether technical or gen- 
eral, so that they might be better able to 
undertake the routine tasks of their jobs 
and be in line for advancement and growth.

This work, which has been going on rather 
quietly, now springs into public thought, as 
all classes of citizens are beginning to real- 
ize that in the years ahead our manner of 
living may be notably changed, and that if 
we wish to retain what we have won in 
social growth, we shall need to be careful 
what individuals and also what groups will 
do with their unhired time. The employer 
thinks of his employes and finds that they 
are already asking what they shall do-from 
the time when the factory or the shop closes 
on Friday until it opens again on Monday. 
Or if his is a bank or a firm engaged in 
mercantile business, his employes are find- 
ing that a considerable portion of the after- 
noon, plus the evening, constitutes a prob- 
lem in proper and advantageous living. 

It seems unnecessary to describe in any 
detail what may be the outcome if the in- 
dividual is left entirely to his own resources 
for filling this free time, and how that 
would react in time upon the efficacy and 
stability of business generally. There are 
such tremendous latent possibilities in recre- 
ational direction, fundamental and technical 
study which co-ordinates with particular in- 
dustries, and the teathing in sane and sim- 
ple language of various forms of political 
and economic theory, that in thesé can be 
found golden opportunities for retaining 
respéctability and for decided progress.

Now, it is not possible for adult educa- 
tion, which has assumed a great many 
forms in different localities and has been 
applied with varying degrees of success in 
understanding ultimate problems, to hope to 
be able to furnish a panacea which will 
create first of all the will to study and to 
be intelligent, and then to furnish exactly 
the type of training for which the individual 
is fitted by reason of his previous schooling 
and experience, There must be organiza- 
tions ready to take care of the needs of 
those whose formal education stopped with 
the eighth grade. There must be opportunity 
for the individual who wishes to study some 
particular field of knowledge, or even some 
one of its phases, to find the thing that he 
needs, receiving also whatever elementary 
training he still lacks. Such a school as the 
Denvér Opportunity Sehool has in many re- 
spects selved this preblem. 

There must be places where men and 
women can find out things that relate to 
health; where they may learn from their 
elements the problems that underlie govern- 
ment and become as a result good and in- 
telligent citizens. There must be directional 
training in how to play. And, of course, 
those who have found it economically im- 
possible to continue thejr college training 
but who have ability, though not the usual 
hours of the day for such work, should find 
opportunity where they may advance them- 
selves and possibly in the end achieve a 
full academic career.

UR paper dollar OFF the gold 
() stendara, and not ON any- 
thing in particular, rea¢hed a 
new low price for all time early 
yesterday. At the same time gold 
reached the highest price ever 
known. 

A dollar worth 40 cents and gold 
at $40 an ounce would present an 
interesting topic of discussion for 
financial highbrows who kicked 
the dollar off the gold basis and 
then forgot about it. 

If you have any property of real 
value, hold on to it. It may soon 
be worth more of our cheap dollars 
than you would have thought pos- 
sible. ‘ 

While our dollar’s value drops 
below 65 cents, the Canadian dollar 
is worth 99 cents. Congratulations 
to Canada. 

In Britain, the Labor party is 
dwindling. Ite membership now is 
2500,000 below the 1920 figure. 
MacDonald, who went in as Labor

On the other hand, with the NRA 
looked upon by labor in this ccun- 
try as its ally, Mr. Green, head of 
the American Federation of Labor, 
announces that its ranks have been 
increased by 500,000 men.

MAY ROBSON when she made 
her first theatrical appearance on 


September 17, 1883. 
F Robson wound up her first 

week on the stage. Tonight, at 
a local theater, 
conclydes a week’s showing in her 
latest—and, incidentally, her best— 
motion picture, playing a little old 
woman in the film, “Lady for a 
Day.” It is not her last picture. 
One other is already made and 
waiting to be shot out to the 


screens of the country and the 
movie magnates on the Gold Coast, 


IFTY years ago tonight May 


many more before -the final spot 
light is thrown upon the old ac- 
tress. She is strong and healthy at 
68, and, a confirmed trouper, she 
even talks about a stage tour this 
winter. 

Fifty years is a long time in the 
theater. When Miss Robson broke 


into the acting game St. Louis was 
a great show town. The advertis- 
ing columns of the Post-Dispatch 
carried the announcement that 
during the month of September, 
1883, the New Standard Theater at 
Seventh and Walnut streets would 
be thrown open to the public as “a 
legitimate first-class house” with, 
“The Power of Money,” modestly 
billed as “the most sumptuous- 
ly mounted and best romantic 
drama ever written,” which was 
quite an order even for those days, 
The New Standard fluttered for a 
while and then became the Old 
Standard, home of burlesque with 
its famous “Two Frolics Daily.” 
The theater cost the unprecedented 
sum of $95,000 which, today, is 
about the amount of gold on the 
uniforms of the ushers of the mod- 
ern cinema cathedrals. 

During that same month—for the 
road show season began early and 
ran late back in 1883—The Olym- 
pic Theater presented Tony Pastor 
and his “New York Company,” 
Maude Granger in “Her Second 
Love,” M. B. Curtiss, who cele- 
brated while here the 1000th per- 
formance of “Sam’l of Posen,” and 
Denman Thompsvn, who had not 
then begun to play his most fa- 
mous success, “The Old Home- 
stead.” 

At the rival Grand Opera House 
was Jennie Yeamans in “Meda,” 
Harry Mestayer’s company in 
“Pullman Palace Car,” and Thomas 
W. Keene, who played eight dra- 
mas of Shakespearsin seven days— 
and played them at a dollar and a 
half top.

T. LOUIS was a great show 
town then for there was Pope’s 
Theater with the famous Madi- 
son Square Company in “Esmer- 
ald,” a drama, according to the 
press agents .of the time, which 
presented a “marvelous electro- 
transformation scene of artistic 
magnificence in 40 seconds.” Also 
during that same month at Pope’s 
came the operetta “Manette,” by 
A. G. Robyn Sr. and Mrs. D. H. 
Pittman, both St. Louisans; Lizzie 
Evans, a well known “rough sou- 


brette” in “Foggs’ Ferry,” and 
Harry Lacy in “The Planter’s 
Wife.” 


The Peoples, the fifth of the 
city’s leading playhouses had, that 
month, among other attractions, 
McKee Rankin in a revival. of 
“Corsican. Brothers,” the Chicago 
Ideal Grand*Opera Company and 
Gus Williams, who is still on the 
stage by the way, in “One of the 
Finest.” 

Gone is the Olympic, the Stand- 
ard, Pope’s and Peoples. The old 
Grand Opera House, dark for sev- 
eral years, alone remains and may 
be reopened this winter as a bur- 
lesque theater, but during the 
month of September, 50 years ago, 
those five amusement places fur- 
nished more attractions than St. 
Léuis will see all this season. 
Gone, too, is Edwards’ Fourth 
Street Opera House, “the only va- 
riety theater in the city,” and The 
St. Louis Dime Museum at 24 South 
Fourth street and Gregory’s Mu- 
seum at 13 South Fifth. 

But if those famous show houses, 
and the actors who played in them, 
have disappeared from view, old 
May Robson carries on. Two-years 
ago she played here, in person,

Robson, “the grand old lady of 
the American stage and screen,” 
who, this week, observed the fif- 
tieth anniversary of her debut in 
“The Hoop of Gold.” 

And coincident with her golden 
year has come her greatest tri- 
umph of all. In “Lady for a Day” 
Miss Robson presents a portrayal 
which brings her the homage of the 
movie world. And she, who has 
played before the crowned heads of 
Europe, is as thrilled today as she 
was on the night of September 17, 
1883, when an audience first inter- 
rupted the'play’s action to applaud 
until she accepted the call, un- 
aware even of what it meant! 


“Lady for a Day” brings back 
other memories, too. In this pic- 
ture she gives two distinct charac- 
terizations. At first she is the gin- 
soaked, bleary-eyed beggar who 
sells apples on Broadway, then, 
through the machinations of War-

ren William, she becomes a “Lady 
for a Day,” a magnificent society 
dowager receiving the homage of 
another world. 


And in “The Hoop of Gold” Miss 
Robson also played two parts. She 
rehearsed diligently for the role of 
“Diamond,” which demanded only 
that she look her self. Vincent was 
having difficulty finding a cockney 


slavey. It wasn’t much of a 
part either, but May suggested 
that Vincent find another 


“Diamond” and let her be the shab- 
by, sniffling “Tilly.” Vincent asked 
her if she could “double”’—which 
meant to play “Tilly” in the first 
and third acts and “Diamond” in 
the second and fourth. “I don’t see 
why not!” was May’s answer. 

The part of the slavey asked 
only that an ugly girl hurry on the 
stage at her mistress’ call, carry- 
ing a scuttle filled with coal and 
muttering “yes’m, yes’m.” There 
was no time for rehearsal, but May, 
who had spent her girlhood in Lon- 
don, knew cockney slaveys from 
first-hand observation. 

The play began and “Tilly’s” cue 
was uttered. When May appeared 
on the stage, the other actors 
gasped. Stage fright,they thought. 
She had ignored the scuttle and 
carried the chunks of coal clutched 
in her dirty apron. The other arm 
was occupied wiping her sniffling 
nose and instead of hurrying, she 
was advancing at a snail-like pace, 
dragging one leg behind the other. 
When the mistress of the house 
told her to hurry, she took two 
lunges forward, then dropped back 
into her customary gait, muttering, 
“I’m hurryin’ s’fast’s I kin.” 

Unimportant though the part 
was, the audience applauded loudly 
—so enthusiastically, in fact, that 
the other actors could not continue 
with their lines. In those days 
many a play was interrupted to 
permit the audience to see their 
favorites once again. May stood in 
the wings, waiting to be scolded by 
Vincent for the liberties she had 
taken. Instead, he shoved her 
on the stage, where she continued 
sniffling and wiping her nose be- 
fore thundrous applause. 


she appears today. 


There is one incident no May 
Robson fan ever forgets to tell. 
And that is how her stage name 
came into being. A typesetter had 
taken her real name, “Mary Robi- 
son,” and had omitted an ‘r’ and an 
‘i.’ The prograrn of “The Hoop of 
Gold” credited “Diamond” as May 
Robson. An old trouper told May 
that meant godéd luck, and so she 
let it go at that!

URING the 50 years that have 
D elapsed between 1883 and to- 

day, Miss Robson has achieved 
everything that life can bring. She 
has been acclaimed one of the best 
of character actresses; she has re- 
ceived the plaudits of royalty; she 
has produced plays especially writ- 
ten for her, and, for that matter, 
has penned three dramas herself. 
But today she still retains one char- 
acteristic younger and less success- 
ful actresses have lost—a genuine 
capacity for overwhelming enthusi- 
asm! And that is what keeps her 
as young today as she has ever 
been—her dominant refusal to take 
the world and its homage for 
granted! 

Early in her career Miss Robson 
made a decision most actresses 
postpone indefinitely. She turned 
down innumerable ingenue roles 
when she was at the height of her 
youth and begged for ugly charac- 
ter parts. She had seen too many 
girls forced into second leads and 
character roles when their pulchri- 
tude departed. Not for her. In- 
stead, she began as a character ac- 
tress: and when her early contem- 
poraries started to fade away, she 
merely got her second wind and 
forged ahead to new triumphs. 

The first 45 years of Miss Rob- 
son’s career were devoted exclu- 
sively to the stage. She toured the 
world in such plays as “The Reju- 
venation of Aunt Mary,” “Martha- 
by-the-Day,” “Mother’s Millions,” 
“Tish,” “Ma Pettingill” and scores 
of others. She owned stock compa- 
nies, she played as guest star ev- 
é¢rywhere. In fact, she defies you 
to put your finger any piace or the 
map of the civilized worli where 
she hasn't played!
